More Than IOO Men Unaccounted for 
After Explosion in Kinloch Mine 
Near Parnassus, Pa.—170 Workers 
Reach Safety Through Opening about 
. Five Miles from Scene of Blast — 
Raging Flames and Dangerous Gas 
Delay Rescue Efforts. 


PARNASSUS, 
Pa., March 21-— (By the Associated 
Press.)—Entombed by an explosion, between thirty and fifty 
miners were unaccounted for today in the Kinloch mine of 
the Valley Camp Coal Co. More than 200 others were under­ 
ground when the blast occurred but, as hours passed, they 
found their way to the surface through an entry five miles 
from the main tipple.

President Wants Federal 
Body Vested With 
Broad Authority. 


Hard and Fast Formula 
F or Agricultural 
Relief Opposed. 


WASHINGTON. March 21.ult— 
Pres4dent Hoover is believed to lean 
away from any plan to lay down 
hard and fast formulas for farm 
relief In the measure to be con­ 
sidered at the forthcoming spe­ 
cial session of the seventy-first 
congress. 
Those who have discussed agri­ 
cultural aid with him are of the 
opinion that he would Uke to see 
the federal farm board, It is pro­ 
posed to create ta* the legislation, 
clothed with broad authority to 
deal with crises as they arise in 
, the basic industry. 
The chief executive is represent­ 
ed as holding that formulas for 
curing the present Ills probably 
could not be applied In emergen­ 
cies arising In the future and that 
experience has demonstrated that 
a board with full authority could 
aet much more speedily than could 
the congress. 
This viewpoint was reflected in 
Mr. Hoover's campaign discussions 
of what lie has denominated as the 
S 
realest economic problem before 
is 
administration 
He 
pointed 
then to the desirability of machin­ 
ery which would promise a perma­ 
nent solution of the agricultural 
problem, not merely a removal of 
present causes of distress.

Opposition Is Probable. 
Some leaders in relief study, both 
in and out of congree*, are not 
taking any too kindly to this broad 
plan, but supporters of It are of

f! Stanley Jones .'poke on a sub­ 
ject whch he termed "The Crux in 
Christian Living** Wednesday eve­ 
ning before an audience that filled 
nearly to its capacity the auditorium 
cf the s t Paul Methodist Episcopal 
church. 
It was the fourth evening 
•ervice of the series conducted here 
this week by Dr Jones 
"There are only two ways of liv­ 
ing. ' Dr Jones declared "and they 
are by the method of self-assertion 
or by self-surrender. Self-assertion 
is exemplified by competition while 
self-surrender Is tho spirit of co* 
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operation. 
Contrary to the opinions held by 
many people, the speaker said, it is 
not competition 
but 
co-operation 
which is "the life of trade*' Indus­ 
try is saved by the fact that there 
I' just enough co-operation to count­ 
eract the effects of competition. 
It is self-assertion that plunges 
the world into conflicts like the last 
great war 
The spirit of compel it mn 
instead of the spirit of co-operation 
Nobody wins in a war like the last 
treat conflict, yet 
ne nations are 
filled with death and disease and 
hate and blood” 
Other* Are Barbarian* 
Dr. Jones declared that, each na­ 
tion thinks it is the center of the 
universe and described the terms 
used by the various liar tans to des­ 
ignate the 
'barbarians*' who live 
outside their particular civilization. 
"Christians believe that Christ­ 
ianity is the center of things and 
that everything else is eccentric or 
off center.* 
Bbch religious group 
thinks that It is the center and that 
all others ate eccentric. 
But while 
there may be truths in all religion*. 
si) religions are not true. 
"Everything that is not Christian 
is eccentric." he went on “The fact 
that we frequently have five C hris- 
ttan churches in a town of five hun­ 
dred people is eccentric 
Christ­ 
ianity would close four of them and 
concentrate on the fifth 
There I* 
paralysis where there is not self- 
surrender or co- operation ’* 
As is his custom Dr Jones an ­ 
swered several questions that had 
been written out and handed to him 
before beginning his address.

answer to one which asked what a 
gift of a thousand dollar* or five

A SON OF DESTINY. 


It WSH the stroke of destiny which gsve Martha] t 
Ferdinand Foch an enduring place in history 
He died Thursday in the peaceful atmosphere of 
his home, with spring sunshine streaming into the 
open window near which his lounge had been placed. 
all in amazing contrast to 
the high prised medals 
swarded him for military genius, which were spread 
out before his failing eyesight upon a little table by i 
his side. 
As a young man Foch was not regarded as a torii- j 
liant military student 
There is nothing in hts rec- . 
ord to indicate that he possessed a greater genius j 
than anyone of a score of military leaders who o c -1 
cupted vitally important roles during the World war I 
but who had the misfortune to be crushed in deadly > 
combat with the German high command. 
Foch ad- j 
vanced to the role of colonel after years of training 
and study in the military college of France. He was 
made instructor in the school from which he had been 
graduated as a young man. 
When the German Ie- ' 
gloria came tumbling through Belgian. Foch was in 
command of a French army under the supreme di­ 
rection of “Papa” Joffre 
It was the troops under 
Foch which felt the brute force of the German heel. 
In his own communique to hts superior he admitted 
that “his light wing had been smashed, his left was in 
retreat, but hit center was holding him and was on 
the offensive.” 
• • • 


But Joffre decreed that the French should make 
their stand upon the historic river Marne, and so It 
was in the opening months of the great struggle that 
this man. who. stealing a leaf from the strategy of 
the German military leaders, who insisted the best 
defense was a strong offense, who believed firmly that 
attack was the strongest military virtue, retired with 
his shattered and broken troops. 
Thereafter Foch played an inconspicuous part in 
th# war until its closing months. 
In 1917, shortly 
before he was placed in supreme command, he was 
placed on the retired list by his own nation. It was 
then th at Ludendorff, coming 
west 
from 
Russia, 
loosened the deadly device which was to all but 
win the scar for Germany. He had employed concen­ 
trated and intensive artillery fire with swooping suc­ 
cess in the eastern theater of war. He gave the Allies 
their initial baptism of fire 
on 
March 
31, 
19is 
Before then, however, Great Britain, France, Italy and 
their new ally, the United States, had decided upon 
a step which had been obvious from the start. Brush­ 
ing aside petty Jealousies and national pride, which , 
kept the troops of one nation separated from another J 
which retained them under command of officers of I 
their own race, which made cohesive, united action I 
impossible, the Allies decided upon unified command i 
and unified operation. 
It would have been impossible to have agreed upon ; 
an active commander 
Even In their desperation the 
Allies could not submerge their own national pride 
to this extent. So Marshal Foch became the son of 
destiny. He had been out of the war,

i 
Foch became commander of the greatest armies in 
world's history through sheer force of circumstances 


He led 10.000.000 men into battle against 
a 
force 
numerically equal. 
But it is only fair to say that 
had Haig of the British armies, had Pershing of the 
American forces, had anyone of the half dozen lead­ 
ing French generals been presented with the same op­ 
portunity. there is no resson to believe that the re­ 
sult would have been any different. Foch did his job 
thoroughly once unified command was established. 
He dealt slashing blows along five battlefronts at the 
same time 
For the first time since 1914 the Ger­ 
mans found it impossible to transfer troops from one ' 
sector to another which had been threatened. 
It Is natural and proper that the world, and more 
particularly France, should pay homage to this mild­ 
mannered military genius who brought final victory 
to the Allied cause. He is worthy of the highest hon­ 
ors which can be accorded him. 
We cannot help 
wondering, however, what would have been the final 
niche accorded Foch had he been compelled to fight 
under the conditions which confronted some of the 
leading generals in the early months of the struggle. 
The circumstances which forced the unwilling allies 
to establish a supreme command, and to conduct uni­ 
fied campaigns, gave Marshal Foch his final resting 
place alongside the remains of the immortal Napoleon. 


CRIME IN NEBRASKA. 
Examination of the records compiled by the De­ 
partment of Commerce furnishes no basis for Nebras­ 
ka citizens to throw out their cheats in comparing 
notes on crime conditions 
This state is no better 
than the average throughout the nation In the matter 
of law observance and in some cases it is worse. 
Nineteen years ago in 1910, only 197 men and women 
were sentenced by the courts to penal institutions in 
the state during the 12 months period. That was 16 5 
per 100.000 of general population 
In 1927 503 were 
sentenced to the penal institutions, or 36 per 100,000 
general population 
In recent years conditions have 
been growing steadily worse. 
In 1923. 378 prisoners 
were sentenced to penal institutions, while the year 
1926 saw 496 committments. 
The figures on prison population are even more dis­ 
mal. 
In 1910 there were 461 confined in Nebraska pris­ 
ons or 40.3 per 100,000 of prison population. In 1923 
the prison population had increased to 789 or 59.1 per 
100,000 of general population. 
In 1926 it was 936 
or 67.9 per 100,000 population while in 1927 it had 
jumped to 1,000 or 71.9 per 100.000 oopulation 
The causes which may be blamed for 
Nebraska's 
crime increase are not entirely related 
to 
general 
tendencies which have been noted th ro u g h o u t the 
tion 
It is true that 
prohibition, 
automobiles, and 
many other factors have developed to lure youth into 
crime 
But Nebraska Is becoming an older state and 
now has larger cities and towns. 
Whenever popula­ 
tion shifts to urban centers, inevitably it has been ac­ 
companied by Increasing crime. 
Until recent years 
the boy has had enough to occupy his spare time and 
to kc^p him out of mischief 
He no longer has the 
a > *s to do around 
home, 
which fell 
upon the 
ti * Id*. 1 §f ids dad and his older brothers 
He is 


scot free occupy his hours as best he can and un- 
; fortunately he la getting Into trouble mar# than he 
formerly did 
The vast increase In prison population 
cannot becannot be attributed to middle-aged men 
, but is due largely to youth. 


ROUTING EARLY R AILROADS. 
In an address delivered In Omaha a few days agt) 
President Carl Ormy of the Union Pacific, paid a 
splendid tribute to the "old masters of railroading 
for their genius in choosing the routes for the great 
trunk lines built during the last century 
Their fore­ 
sight. he said, gave to the nation a magnificent, com­ 
pleted transportation system, and. “in selecting routes 
they looked ahead with uncanny accuracy, as proven 
by subsequent results.” 
Without intending to in any way detract from the 
credit Justly due these pioneer builders, it might be 
observed that those who went before are entitled to 
an even greater tribute than those who selected the 
routes for the railroads 
For the latter did not make 
their way across unmarked plains and through virgin 
forests. 
Others had preceded them, and the rails 
of the overland railroads follow almost exactly the 
ryts cut by the wheels of the wagon of the pioneer. 
The men who drove the oxen and 
other 
beasts 
which dragged the first lumbering vehicles along the 
Oregon trail, the 8anta Fe trail, the Mormon trail 
and others which led from the Mississippi clear to 
the sands of the Pacific, marked the way that was 
afterwards to be traversed by tracks of steel, and these 
earlier trail blazers were without transit or level and 
in most 
cases without 
even a compass. 
Yet they 
found all of the southern passes through the great 
mountain barriers that lie to the west of the central 
prairies, and if any are to be credited with "uncanny” 
jualities they are the ones 
Naturally, these pioneer travelers in making their 
way to the west chose the routes most easily followed, 
the water courses, and 
when 
they came to the 
mountains they sought passes. 
The engineers who 
laid out the routes for the railroads, with all their 
skill learning and experience, could do no better than 
this, though In some places tunnels were later drilled 
and tremendous cuts blasted through solid rock for 
the purpose of reducing grades and lessening distance. 
But It was the man with the oxen and the mules 
who chose the routes for the overland railroads, and. 
as Mr. Gray says, “(Wily a few miles of track are In 
the wrong place.** Economic development, of course, 
followed the railroads, and if the latter had been lo­ 
cated miles from where they were placed, cities would 
not be where they now are, but the development of the 
territory as a whole would have been practically the 
same 


LINCOLN’S WATER SUPPLY. 
On Tuesday April 2, Havelock 
and College View 
electors will vote on 
becoming a 
part of 
Lincoln 
proper. At previous elections the proposals have been 
defeated In both suburbs 
While the discussions are uiytor way. and elections 
are being held, the people of Lincoln seem to be 
wholly disinterested. Just as they were prior to the 
annexation elections In University Place and Bethany. 
The only interest in the present balloting is on the 
part of the Lincoln city counci), and there the only 
concern is that in the event of annexation both sub­ 
urbs must have thetr debts properly financed. 
Not 
(Oily is the attitude of the council wrong, but so also 
is that of the people of the city as a whole 
W hether the proposals carry at this election or not, 
it seems inevitable that in the end all boundary U nit 
will be wiped out and Lincoln and its suburbs be­ 
come one great city. 
Almost without an exception 
this has been the experience elsewhere. 
When this time comes Lincoln will be faced with a 
problem that is of far greater importance than wiping 
out boundaries or proper financing of suburban debts. 
Annexation will mean bringing the water resources of 
the greater city under one great distribution system. 
It also will mean a still greater drain on the present 
supplies at the rate the city Is growing now. Not only 
will this be true of Lincoln sources, but It will be 
equally true of the suburban sources. 
Already there is a considerable lowering of the 
water level under the city, compared with th at of a 
decade or so ago. 
This is recognized and admitted 
by Commissioner Schroeder, head of the water de­ 
partm ent; and Dr. Condra of the 
state 
university 
agrees with him. 
How long will these diminishing supplies hold up 
under the constantly increasing demands? Apparent­ 
ly for many years to come 
But who knows this; who 
con say for certain that they will or will not? 
For a number of years there have been those who 
have contended that before many years Lincoln will 
have to go to some outside source for water. But has 
this ever been determined beyond question? 
If Lin­ 
coln must go elsewhere for water the sooner it is 
known the better. The earlier the drain on the under­ 
ground supplies is relieved the longer will they con­ 
tinue to serve with good and excellent water such as 
we now' have. 
Los Angeles had wells, but it was felt that other 
sources should be tapped. An investigation was made. 
W ater was brought into the city from the mountains 
through pipe lines but the wells also w'ere used but 
at a much decreased volume with the result that when 
the mountain supply was temporarily put out of com­ 
mission recently the wells stood up under the severe 
strain and supplied the entire city. 
Now It is con­ 
templated to tap Boulder dam, run the water over 
the mountains and thus guard against another such 
severe demand upon the wells. 
Perhaps it would be well for Lincoln to make an in­ 
vestigation and if additional sources must be found, 
get. them and conserve the present supplies as soon as 
possible. 
Here is a task for the city planning com­ 
mission of the Chamber of Commerce, the council, and 
the city planners of the real estate board. The head 
of the city’s water department courts It and will co­ 
operate in the move.
